“The queen has so much 
admiration for Kate,” says an insider. “She sees her as intelligent, 
warm and professional.

No doubt there will be more 
outings to come. The college tour 
was one of many events, both private 
and public, designed to prepare 
the Duchess of Cambridge, 36, for 
her next big role: royal consort, 
a.k.a.
